problems -»iH occupy the attention of 
;he legislature again this week. While 
there will be no formal hearing* on 
taxation bill* of importance, legislat- 
or* will continue a study of the ques- 
ion with a view of finding • solu- 
:ion. 


The taxation bills have been referred 


to the joint finance committee and the 
assembly committee on taxation. The 
members of the Joint finance cotnmltee 
arc objecting to this extra work. They 
believe the bills should have passed 
through the state affairs committees 
of the two houses to be sifted and 
sorted before the joint finance commit* 
tee was naked to pass final judgment 
and report to the legislature. 


But little preliminary work 1ms been 


done on the bills. The joint finance 
committee members expect to buckle 
down this week to the task. Weeks 
may be consumed in considering the 
omplex problems which invariably ar- 
se when new taxation systems are 
iroposed. 


Do They Need It? 


The first task of the joint finance 
ommittee will be to determine wheth- 
er additional revenues will be needed. 


It has been assumed, because of the 
ast difference betwen the depart- 


mental requests and the state's income, 


hat more revenue must necessary be 
cquired. This has been nn assump- 
ion only. No member of tlie commit- 
ee is thoroughly convinced an addi- 
ional tax levy will be necessary. This 
inst be determined within the next 
ew weeks. The committee will make 


tentative allotment of funds. The 


otal will Indicate the revenue actual- 
y nocdc-d to carry on the state's insti- 
utions. 


The second s>tep will depend upon 
he committee's decision in the first 
nstancc. If more funds are needed. 
he bills will undergo careful study. 


Against Surtax 


The committee majority is believed 


o be against a surtax. While members 
re reluctant to commit themselves in 
be absence of full facts, many are 
tnown to oppose the surtax theory. 


Members are said to favor the Dab! 


rill which has the endorsement of 
he administration. This bill "contains 
some features highly objectionable to 
he conservative wing- of the legisla- 
lire, such as the repeal of the per- 
sonal property offset and the "secrecy 
lause" but has many features that 
commends the bill, members say.
